Culture—Sow the seeds in February or 
March, in drills about eighteen inches 
apart. Transplant in January or Febru- 
ary to the beds where they are to remain.

LETTUCE. 


Culture—To obtain the best results, let- 
tuce should be grown rapidly; therefore, 
the soil should be made rich and fri- 
able by frequent cultivation and a liberal 
supply of stable manure. Sow either in 
beds and transplant when two inches high, 
or sow thinly in drills and thin to stand 
six inches apart in the drills. 


Cabbage, or Heading Varieties. 


California Cream Butter. The 
outside leaves are of a light 
green color, slightly marked with 
brown spots, while within the 
leaves are of a rich creamy yel- 
low; it stands the summer heat 
well, as it grows slowly and 
forms a hard head.

Keep free from plant lice and keep them 
growing from the start. In preparing the 
ground it is well to use plenty of well-de- 
composed manure in the hills, mixing well 
with the soil. Frequent cultivation re- 
taining the moisture is better than water- 
ing too often.

A liberal supply of well-rotted stable manure should be spread evenly over the 
ground. Spade or plow this under to a depth of six inches, mixing it with the soil. 


This will help to retain the water. 


Make furrows about three feet apart for irri- 


gating, leaving the ground between the furrows about two inches above the level 


of the surrounding ground. The ridges should be flat or slightly oval. 


Sow the 


seeds in drills or broadeast over the ridges and irrigate thoroughly, but do not 


sprinkle. 


One irrigation a week is sufficient for all vegetables and in the winter, 


less is better. Keep the ground well worked and do not allow the ground to bake. 
Do not allow the vegetables to be crowded as you want a quick growth. Sow 
every thirty days during planting season for succession.
